Atlanta, March 19 (/PH-'The 
State Supreme court ruled today 
that M. E. Thompson is the gov­ 
ernor of Georgia. 
In a 5 to 2 decision, the state’s 
highest tribunal rejected claims 
of Herman Talmadge and held 
that Talmadge’s election by the 
legislature was unconstitutional. 
The S up r e rn e court thus 
moved to end nine wrecks of po­ 
litical turmoil in which rival 
governors occupied the capitol 
and contended for control of 
state agencies and departments. 
Talmadge operated from the ex­ 
ecutive suite, however, and a 
great majority of the depart­ 
ments recognized him as gov­ 
ernor. 
The court’s decision will not 
become final until disposition of 
a motion for rehearing expected 
to be filed by the losing side. 
Both sides have said there would 
be no attempt to carry the dis­ 
pute into the Federal courts.

FATAL ACCIDENT 
’UNAVOIDABLE,’ 
JURY D EC ID ES 


The death of Mrs. Harriet Vir­ 
ginia (Jennie* Keyser, 7R. of North 
Queen street, Littlestown, on March 
8 
was 
“unavoidable” 
an 
Adams 
county coroner’* Jury decided Tues­ 
day afternoon. 
Following a hearing held in the 
arbitration room of the court house, 
the jury found that Mrs. Heyser 
came to her death by a compound 
fracture of the skull and fractures 
of both legs caused when she was hit 
by a car driven by Bernard F. Flick- 
inger, 29. Littlestown R. I, in Lit­ 
tlestown, and that the accident was 
due to a "combination of circum­ 
stances in which she was wearing 
dark clothes and was running and 
was invisible to the driver until too 
late to stop Tn our opinion the acci­ 
dent was unavoidable.” 
Flickinger, at the advice of his at­ 
torney, Franklin R. Bigham, did 
not testify at the inquest. He was 
scheduled to appear today at 2:30 
p. rn., before Justice of the Peace 
Howard O, Blocher at Littlestown 
for a hearing on an Involuntary 
manslaughter charge brought against 
him at the time of the accident by 
Littlestown Chief of Police Leon H, 
Oage. He posted $2,000 bail March 
8 for the hearing, 
Mr. and Mrs. George Rebert, Lit­ 
tlestown, testified to having been in 
the ear of their son-in-law Alvin 
Oprrick. Littlestown R. D , on Norm 
Queen street near the scene of the 
accident when it occurred. Both told 
Dr. C G. Crist, county coroner, who 
conducted the Inquest, and the jury 
that they had not seen the accident 
but looked up after they heard the 
crash. 
Mrs. Rebert said a number of cars 
were passing, that she heard the 
sound of brakes and then a car 
which had Just passed tfie Garrick 
car stopped. Other cars coming from 
the direction of Gettysburg passed 
and she believed the car that had 
.stopped simply had something the 
matter with it because the other 
traffic did not cease. Soon, however, 
Flickinger came over to the Reberts 
and asked where he might find a 
j phone. He told them he had struck 
a woman with his car, Mrs. Rebert 
added. 
The Reberts and Garrick all testi­ 
fied that Garrick load parked his 
car about two feet from the curb 
because of a snow bank along the 
North Queen street, in Littlestown. 
Chief Gage Testifies 
Chief Gage said that his investi­ 
gation of the accident on North 
Queen street, Littlestown, disclosed 
that Mrs. Heyser was about midway 
in crossing the street when she was 
hit. That Flirkinger’s car had made 
skidmarks 33 feet long from the 
start to what appeared to be the 
point of impact and that the skid­ 
marks continued for about 13 feet 
beyond that.

In 
these tests it was disclosed th at a 
wall consisting of w’ood stud p arti­ 
tions, plastered on both sides over 
Insulating board lath was more ef­ 
fective in reducing sound than sim ­ 
ilar walls having two other types 
of commonly used lath as the plaster 
bases.

Although oak floors have been in 
use for centuries, the highly stand­ 
ardized. precision-milled product of 
today dates hack only to the middle 
of the Nineteenth Century, ftince 
then continuous progress has been 
in tile production of oak flooring to 
improve its quality and control its 
moisture content, dimensions and 
pat terns. 
Oak and other wooos were used I 
by pioneers to make their punch­ 
eon floors. The wood was cut from 
thick, hewed sections of log and 
smoothed as much as passible with 
an adz. Later sawed lumber became 
available and fluors were made of 
planks fastened down with wooden 
pins, Crude as they were, the e floors 
provided warmth and comfort, 
'The first planing mill in America 
was set up in Philadelphia about IOO 
years ago and the first product it 
turned out was wood flooring As im­ 
provements in planing and handling 
were developed the quality of the 
flooring went up, until today It is one 
of the best and longest wearing 
item that go into residential con­ 
struction. 
In early day.* home builder were 
limited to the wood nearest at hand 
for flooring. Progress in transporta­ 
tion and manufacturing methods 
now make it possible for builders 
everywhere to use the woods best 
fitted for the purpose, Most flooring 
today comes from about a dozen na­ 
tive woods. Oak is undoubtedly the 
most popular, It is a hardwood and 
th as .stands up better under hard 
usage, wears more uniformly, takes 
a better finish, is less likely to sliver 
and is more attractive in appear­ 
ance. 


URGE BUYING OF 
HOME BY BUDGET 


The question of how much a fam­ 
ily can afford to spend for a home 
and details of its financing depends 
entirely on the amount and source 
of flxfd income 
y 
A rulf*-of-thumb that has long 
been practiced by mortgage-lenders 
is that a home should not cost more 
than tW’O-and-a-half times the an­ 
nual income, and that payments on 
interest, principal, taxes and in­ 
surance should not exceed one- 
fourth the income. 
On this basis, a family with a 
$3,000 income could afford a home 
costing 
*7,500, provided 
monthly 
payments do not exceed $50 or $55. 
Need Down Pa* merit 
Lending institutions generally re­ 
quire a down payment of 20 to 33 1-3 
per cent of the purchase price. In 
the case of a one-third down pay­ 
ment, the mortgage on a $7,500 prop­ 
erty would amount to $5,000. In cast* 
one-fifth was paid downt the mort­ 
gage would be $6,000. 
Monthly payments on principal 
and interest at 5 per cent for 20 
years amount to $6.60 per $1,000 of 
the mortgage; in these cases, $33 a 
month on tile $5,000 mortgage and 
$39.60 for the $6,000 lien. 
However, in either case must be 
added taxes which total approxi­ 
mately $15 
a 
month 
more—$48 
monthly for Hie $5,000 mortgage or 
$54.60 for the $6,000 one. In a ma­ 
jority of cases, the lender requires 
these items to be included with the 
regular payments on principal and 
interest. Tile lender then pays the 
taxes. Insurance premiums and wa­ 
ter bill so he knows there are no ar­ 
rears piling up. 
Upkeep aud Heating 
To fully cover the family budget 
for shelter, the cost of heating the 
home must be added, together with 
upkeep 
and 
redecoration. 
These 
items in a $7,500 house will total 
about $250 a year, bringing the total 
outlay for shelter to $70 or $75 a 
month. 
Therefore, it is of first impor­ 
tance that the home buyer watch 
every possible factor that will help 
him reduce his monthly costs. 
In this connection, it is axiomatic 
that the better built house casts con­ 
siderably less to maintain. For ex-

Forum. Invrrchapel asserted with 
characteristic forthrightness that he 
failed "to follow the argum ents of 
people who say th at our guts have , 
withered and shriveled within us 
and that we hare lost our power and 
will to work." He added th at B rit­ 
ons still have the gut* which "will 
c a rn us out of Ute present crisis as 
they have carried us out of far graver 
crises in the past." 
It would have been another story- 
had he talked about B ritain being 
“finished as an imperial power"— 
that is. as the imperial giant of half 
a century ago. Since then there has 
been a va,st transform ation In which 
we have seen the B ritish common­ 
wealth of nations take the place of 
the bulk of the em pire—in which 
England has found it expedient to 
grant independence to her priceless 
Indian and Burmese possessions— 
and in which she herself has ceased 
to be the globe s param ount Anan- j 
cial and industrial nation. 
Still, despite 
these 
changes 
it ; 
would be absurd to believe th at the 
capital of the British commonwealth 
of nations—encompassing Canada, 
Australia. New Zealand, the Union 
of South Africa and England herself 
—had ceased to be a world power. 
We must recognize, though, th at its 
strength lies in the fact th a t It is 
the heart of th at commonwealth. 
Had there been any doubt about 
the significance of this m etam or­ 
phosis it would be dispelled by the 
nature of tile present politico-eco­ 
nomic crisis. This is not. I believe, 
any tem porary affliction. It was, of 
course, brought about by the ex­ 
igencies of the late war, but it was 
on its way long before the war as 
part of tile transform ation of the 
empire. 
Indeed, one seems to see an adm is­ 
sion of this in England’s request 
that America take-over her interests 
as dom inant power in Greece and 
Turkey. Equally striking was the 
decision of the B ritish General staff 
last year th a t in the event of an ­ 
other world war England wouldn’t 
be able to defend her im perial life­ 
line through the M editerranean—a 
sea which site had controlled for 
generations. The defenses are to be 
shifted to East Airica. 
True, the empire as such may be 
ca iu> way out, but there is taking 
the place of it a commonwealth 
which has titanic potentialities.
